Recall Many Feats of ‘Jim, The Wonder Dog’ 


I he Daily Standard, Sikpston, Mo. 
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By AL BOOS 
Called “Jim, the Wonder 
|I)og” but he still was just a 
j|dog, and when we write “just 
a dog” it is not our intention 
to belittle Jim. His talents 
and 
accomplishments 
were 
such that one harks back to 
Darwin and asks himself 
if 
here was a throw - back of 
some kind. Psychologists say 
dogs do not think. They act 
instinctively. Humans act in­ 
stinctively and they think too. 
1 can’t for the life of me see 
how 
anyone 
can 
say that 
dogs do not think. 
In a circle of three dogs, 
1 have seen two connive to- 
|f f gether to out - maneuver the 
third one. Just trickery? May­ 
be so, but they had to think 
it out. That may sound 
in­ 
conclusive, but we must re­ 
member that even dogs must 
J make 
decisions 
— 
and 
to 
make 
a 
decision requires 
IT some thought. 
1 
So it goes, and when I men- 
B tion Darwin, let’s not over­ 
look the fact that he, in The 
Descent of Man, wrote “I 
agree with Agassiz that dogs 
possess something very like a 
conscience.” Let’s for a bit 
go past the claims of loyalty 
and unselfishness of a 
dog 
toward 
his 
human buddy. 
Let’s consider one breed and 
then narrow it down to one 
dog. 
A Llewellyn English Setter 
is so - called because a cer­ 
tain 
breeder 
near Shrews­ 
bury, England, in about 1870 
developed a strain of English 
setter noted for its field trial 
performance and the breeder 
was R. Purcell - Llewellyn. 
Jim, the wonder dog, was a 
Llewellyn Setter and he was 
bom in Louisiana on March 
10, 1925. He lived 12 years 
and 8 days, going on to his 
valhalla on March 18, 1937, 
and he lived a full and ex­ 
citing life. 
Smart 
He was called “the wonder 
dog” because of his almost 
super - human intellect. Jim 
could take an order spoken 
or written; and some of the 
tests were written in short­ 
hand, German, French, Ital­ 
ian, and even in Morse Code. 
A university professor 
of 
Greek tried once to fool him, 
writing down only the Greek 
alphabet instead of an order. 
Jim just sat still and shook 
his head. He couldn’t read, 
f 
of course, but he knew from_ 
* the thought transferences that 
here 
was 
only 
gibberish. 
Stories about him have been 
verified, and I hear that pres­ 
ently a new book 
is 
being 
published by Monsignor Jim­ 
my Joe Harper of Kansas 
City, Mo., which is said to 
contain 
documented 
facts 
about Jim ’s university tests, 
etc. That should be very in­ 
teresting. 
I talked with a “ man about 
town” here in Marshall 
a 
day or two ago. The man re­ 
membered Jim well and re­ 
marked “ It was the d- 
t 
thing I ever saw. Jim was 
the most uncanny animal I 
have ever seen.” He certainly 
was different from other dogs 
in that he stood alone in a 
class all his own. 
Verified accounts tell of his 
ability also to foretell future 
events. The foregoing 
are 
quotes and here is another 
“ A dog of comprehension, un­ 
derstanding and intelligence.” 
He- really responded to ques­ 
tions. Tt was impossible 
to 
name the quality he possess­ 
ed. He seemed almost omnis­ 
cient. 
If I recall correctly 
his 
forebears 
were outstanding. 
He was 
sired by Eugene’s 
Ghost and I think his grand­ 
father w as the Candy Kid who 
also was said to have some 
signs of almost human intel­ 
ligence. (But, of course, the 
same has been said of me) 
Prior to the Candy Kid, there 
was Caesar, Antonio and Rod- 
field. And with forebears like 


that, or them, who wouldn’t 
be great. 
We should add that Jim, 
when he was a pup, was a 
sorry looking excuse for - a 
dog according to accounts. It 
was said his brothers and 
sisters sold for about $25 a 
piece and that was a hunk 
of change in 1925. But Jim, 
as yet unnamed, was offered 
for $5 because of his soulful 
eyes and big feet, etc. Fin­ 
ally he was given away to a 
hunter and sportsman named 
Sam VanArsdale who once op­ 
erated the hotel here we call 
“The Viking.” Jim ’s pictures 
still adorn its lobby. 
VanArsdale’s first remark 
on seeing the dog was “Such 
an ungodly looking pup I’ve 
never seen.” He lived to eat 
those words 
and 
generally 
admitted 
it. In fact, when 
Jim passed on in 1937, Sam 
never quite seemed to 
ge* 
ahold of himself in the same 
old way anymore. 


The name Jim, according 
to accounts, was given the 
dog by Sam after Sam had 
seen a movie of Will Rogers 
in which 
Rogers was just 
known as Jim. Sam liked it 
and named the dog after that 
Will Rogers tale. 
At age three, Sam and Jim 
were hunting in the area of 
Sedalia. Sam suggested rest­ 
ing and added “under a hick­ 
ory tree.” Jim immediately 
went to a hickory tree and 
put his paw on it. Sam was 
thunderstruck. What had 
he 
here? He tried “black oak” 
and it also worked. 
FLABBERGASTED 
Sam was plumb flabbergast­ 
ed and almost panicked. Ho 
tried “walnut” and Jim hunt­ 
ed up a walnut tree and put 
his paw on that too. It was 
as though Jim was saying to 
himself “I’ll show the world 
what an ‘ungodly pup’ I am .” 
Thinking to trick Jim, Sam 
sent him after a “stump.” 
He went direct to a stump and 
put his paw on that. Later, 
he tried hazel bushes and ce­ 
dar. They too worked out. 
He couldn’t contain himself. 
He rushed home to tell his 
wife and she discounted tho 
stories as those of a man who 
was in his cups, or maybo 
just bragging like a fisher­ 
man. She went out too, ac­ 
cording to the stories, and 
was convinced. 
Jim, it was said, could pick 
out cars by 
their license 
numbers, make, or just an­ 
swer to “Go and find this gen­ 
tlemen’s car.” The man would 
likely be an out-of-towner who 
had to be shown. Jim would 
saunter down the street, per­ 
haps cross over, and put his 
paw on the “doubting Tho­ 
m as’s” car. 
It is generally believed that 
dogs are color-blind, but Jim 
could identify people by the 
color of their clothing. Told 
to point out the lady with 
the blue dress or red ribbon 
in her hair, Jim would do as 
ordered He liked doing it too. 
The show-off. 
It should be added too that 
Jim was a thorough gentle­ 
man. He would not precede 
a lady through a doorway. 
With nothing at all said, he 
could be shown a note and 
straightway point out a lady 
with red hair — if that was 
on the note. 
“ Pick out a man with a hat 
like Al Smith.” and Jim would 
head straight for a man wear­ 
ing a derby. ‘‘Point out some­ 
thing Mr. Hess made.” and 
he’d proceed to a table which 
Hess had made. 
Listed as witnesses by the 
many story tellers, are such 
people as 
Frank 
McGraw, 
Miss Louise Simes, Mayor J. 


W. Sparks, 
Miss 
Elizabeth 
Vardeman, Miss Fern Alley, 
Dr. W. M. Bickford, C. W. 
Piper, Clifiord Jones, J. C. 
Patterson, et al. 
In baseball, Jim picked the 
1936 world 
series winners 
ahead of the games. He once 
told accurately how many kit­ 
tens a certain cat would lit­ 
ter, and how many would be 
male and how many females 
— a week early. 
Jim might have been led into 
his acts by a system of men­ 
tal telepathy or extra sensory 
perception by Sam, but it is 
known that Sam couldn’t un­ 
derstand Morse Code, couldn’t 
read shorthand, German, Ital­ 
ian. or any of those tests ad­ 
vanced by unbelievers, but 
the testers were made believ­ 
ers by showing the note to 
the dog and having Jim carry 
out the requests. 


No Gambler 


Sam never made a nickle 
by gambling with Jim. But 
Jim had picked a presidential 
winner beforehand; and pick­ 
ed dog and horse race win­ 
ners — win. place and show’, 
1, 2 and 3. It was said he 
and Sam turned down a fabu­ 
lous movie offer. He had pre­

Some A rm y officials are fearful 
there may be an outcry from 
Congress if mobilized National 
Guardsmen

12,000 of 
the 20,000 
Arm y guardsmen and reservists 
called up last year are serving in 
Vietnam. 
H alf 
are 
in 
their 
original mobilized units and the 
other half were sent overseas as 
individual replacements. 
A special task force opened a 
three-day 
meeting 
today 
at 
Pacific Command Headquarters 
in Honolulu to work out details 
of the withdrawal. 
The 
Nixon 
administration 
has said the 25,000 men tos be 
brought out 
of Vietnam 
this 
.summer will include both A rm y 
and Marine troops, most of them 
in combat outfits. 
Some members of Congress 
attacked last year’s call to active 
duty as unnecessary. 
I f 
re g u la r 
u n its 
are 
withdrawn from Vietnam while 
guardsmen and reservists remain 
in 
the 
war 
zone, 
A rm y 
authorities 
fear 
this criticism 
may be renewed —possibly with 
greater intensity. 
Some 
staff 
officers 
also 
anticipate protests from families 
of 
mobilized 
guardsmen 
and 


reservists in Vietnam unless at 
least part of them are included 
in the withdrawn contingents. 
Pullout of the 25,000 troops is 
due to start within 30 days and 
to be completed by the end of 
August. 
National Guard and reserve 
units began arriving in Vietnam 
late last August. Therefore, none 
of the 43 outfits will complete 
the standard one year war tout 
until this August. Most reached 
the war last autumn.

assumes a Soviet missile failure 
rate of 20 per cent and credits

The testimony indicated the 
U.S. 
intelligence 
community 
sh arp ly 
underestimated 
the 
buildup 
of 
the Soviet 
IC BM 
force beginning in 1965. 
Rep. Robert Sikes, R-Fla., a 
member of the appropriations 
( subcommittee, 
said that “ just 
three years ago, for example, we 
were told that they would have 
500-800” missiles of all types by 
mid-1970. 
Laird said the Soviets already 


reach the 1,200-missile level until 
mid 1970.

He certainly 
was different from other dogs 
in that he stood alone in a 
class all his own. 
Verified accounts tell of his 
ability also to foretell future 
events. The foregoing

quotes and here is another 
“ A dog of comprehension, un­ 
derstanding and intelligence ” 
He really responded to ques­ 
tions. It was impossible 
to 
name the quality he possess­ 
ed. He seemed almost omnis­ 
cient. 
If I recall correctly 
his 
forebears 
were outstanding. 
He was 
sired by Eugene’s 
Ghost and I think his grand­ 
father was the Candy Kid who 
also was said to have some 
signs of almost human intel­ 
ligence. (But, of course, the 
same has been said of me) 
Prior to the Candy Kid, there 
was Caesar, Antonio and Rod- 
ficld. And with forebears like 


that, or them, who wouldn’t 
be great. 
We should add that Jim, 
when he was a pup, was a 
sorry looking excuse for - a 
dog according to accounts. It 
was said his brothers and 
sisters sold for about $25 a 
piece and that was a hunk 
of change in 1925. But Jim, 
as yet unnamed, was offered 
for $5 because of his soulful 
eyes and big feet, etc. Fin­ 
ally Ik* was given away to a 
hunter and sportsman named 
Sam VanArsdale who once op­ 
erated the hotel here we call 
“ The Viking.” Jim ’s pictures 
still adorn its lobby. 
VanArsdale’s first remark 
on seeing the dog was “Such 
an ungodly looking pup I’ve 
never seen.” He lived to eat 
those 
words 
and 
generally 
admitted it. In fact, when 
Jim passed on in 1937, Sam 
never quite seemed to 
get 
ahold of himself in the same 
old way anymore. 


The name Jim, according 
to accounts, was given the 
dog by Sam after Sam had 
seen a movie of Will Rogers 
in which 
Rogers was just 
known as Jim. Sam liked it 
and named the dog after that 
Will Rogers tale. 
At age three, Sam and Jim 
were hunting in the area of 
Sedalia. Sam suggested rest­ 
ing and added “under a hick­ 
ory tree.” Jim immediately 
went to a hickory tree and 
put his paw on it. Sam was 
thunderstruck. What had 
he 
here? He tried “black oak” 
and it also worked. 
FLABBERGASTED 
Sam was plumb flabbergast­ 
ed and almost panicked. He 
tried “walnut” and Jim hunt­ 
ed up a walnut tree and put 
his paw on that too. It was 
as though Jim was saying to 
himself “I’ll show the world 
what an 'ungodly pup’ I am .” 
Thinking to trick Jim, Sam 
sent him after a “stump.” 
He went direct to a stump and 
put his paw on that. Later, 
he tried hazel bushes and ce­ 
dar. They too worked out. 
He couldn’t contain himself. 
He rushed home to tell his 
wife and she discounted tha 
stories as those of a man who 
was in his cups, or mayba 
just bragging like a fisher­ 
man. She went out too, ac­ 
cording to the stories, and 
was convinced. 
Jim, it was said, could pick 
out cars by 
their license 
numbers, make, or just an­ 
swer to “Go and find this gen­ 
tlemen’s car.” The man would 
likely be an out-of-towner who 
had to be shown. Jim would 
saunter down the street, per­ 
haps cross over, and put his 
paw on the “doubting Tho­ 
m as’s” car. 
It is generally believed that 
dogs are color-blind, but Jim 
could identify people by the 
color of their clothing. Told 
to point out the lady with 
the blue dress or red ribbon 
in her hair, Jim would do as 
ordered He liked doing it too.
